In  the  beo-inning-  {}od  vn-.iU-d  th-^  lioavcn  and  the  eartli.  Gen.  1. 
1.  These  are  the  rreiuMTi! ions  of  h.Mvens  and  of  the  earth 
when  they  were  creatrd,  m  tin-  d  iv  tlsnt  the  Lord  God  made  the 
earth  and  the  heavens,  (an.  I.  'J'iior,,  even  thou,  art  Lord 
alone  :  thou  hast  made  heavi  ii.  tin--  h«  ,-iven  of  heavens  with  all 
their  host,  the  earth  and  all  thin^;.s  thiit  aro  therein,  the  seas  and  all 
that  is  therein,  and  thou  pit'-rrvcst  th'-ni  all  ;  and  the  host  of 
heaven  vvorshij)i)etli  thee.  .\rh.  tl.  Kvi  rv  house  is  huilded  by 
some  man;  but  he  tliat  hnill  all  tiii!i::-  is  (iod.  lleb.  3.  4.  We 
preach  unto  you  that  ye  sliould  iiun  !roin  tlitx^  vanities  unto  the 
living  God,  which  made  heaven  and  l  arth  ami  the  sea,  and  ail 
things  that  are  therein  ;  Who  in  times  p  i^l  suti'ered  all  nations  to 
walk  in  their  own  ways.  ?so verl iicli  <s  h'-  ii'lt  m>t  himself  without 
witness,  in  that  he  did  good,  and  viive  ns  rain  from  heaven  and 
fruitful  sea  ons,  filling  our  hearts  with  l.-d  and  gladness.  Acts  14. 
1.5 — 17.  He  stretched  out  the  noitii  nv<>r  the  ei.'ipty  place,  and 
hangeth  the  earth  upon  nothinn-.  Job  'J^'>.  7.  In  wliose  hand  is  the 
soul  of  every  liviU'T  tliinii-,  and  the  breatli  of  all  mankind,  .lob  12. 
10.  I  blessed  the  jMost  High,  and  1  praised  and  honored  him  that 
liveth  forever,  whose  dominion  is  an  everlas(in:x  donnnion,  and  his 
kingdom  is  from  generation  to  oeneration  :  And  all  the  inha.bitants 
of  the  earth  are  reputed  as  nothing:  an^l  he  chi(h  according  to  his 
will  in  the  army  of  heaven,  and  anion^.-  tlu'  inha'.iitants  of  the 
earth;  and  none  can  stay  his  hand,  or  sav  unto  him,  What  doest 
thou.'  Daniel  4.  34,  35.  ^Vho  worketii  all  tlnnirs  after  the  counsel 
of  his  own  will.  Eph  L  11.  The  h.t  is  e:i-t  into  the  lap;  but  the 
whole  disposinrr  thereof  is  of  the  Lord.  I'rov.  Jii  'SA.  Are  not  two 
sparrows  sold  tor  a  farthing?  and  one  (d"  them  shall  not  fill  upon 
the  ground  without  your  Father.  JUit  the  very  hairs  of  your  head 
are  all  numbered.  T^latt.  10.  '2.K  3(). 

God  is  love.  1  Jolin  4.  8.  Ke  ye  therefore  perfect,  even  as  your 
Father  wdiich  is  in  heaven  is  perfect.  Matt.  .'>.  jS.  (rod  is  a  spirit: 
and  they  that  worship  him,  must  worslfif)  him  in  spirit  and  in  truth. 
John  4.  24.  He  is  the  Rock,  his  work  is  perfect  ;  lur  all  his  ways 
are  jud^anent:  a  God  of  truth  and  withnnt  iiiicpiity.  just  an(i  right 
is  he.  Deut.  32  4.  The  Loul  is  ora<-!ons  ami  full  ol' compassion ; 
slow  to  anger  and  of  oreat  mercy.  The  Lord  is  o-.ind  to  all;  and 
his  tender  mercies  are  over  all  his  worl;<.  All  thv  works  shall 
piaise  thee,  O  Lord,  and  thy  saints  shall  bless  tliee.  i's  ]4.'>.  10. 
Great  is  our  Lord  and  of  ineat  jiower:  Ins  nmieistanding  is  infmitc. 
Ps.  147.  5.  And  the  Lord  ]);!-sed  by  betV)re  him,  a.nd  piotdaimed, 
The  Lord,  the  Lord  God,  mercdiil  and  ;ri:icions.  long  sulfcM-ing,  and 
abundant  in  goodness  and  truth.  kiN^jumj  merev  I'or  thousands, 
forgiving  iifiquity  and  tiansrrression  ami  sin,  ami  that  will  by  no 
means  clear  the  guilty;  visitiim'  the  miijuity  of  the  fathers  upon 
the  children,  atid  upon  the  chihiren's  chddren,  unto  the  tliird  and 
to  tlie  fourth  generation.  Ex.  31.  G,  7. 
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Article  11 . 

The  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testa- 
ment were  written  hy  holy  men  as  they  were 
moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  are  an  infal- 
lible rule  of  doctrine  and  duty. 

From  a  cliild  thou  hast  known  tlie  lir.ly  Scriptures,  -vvliich  aro 
ahle  to  make  thee  wise  unto  solvation  tliroarrli  faith  which  is  in 
Christ  Jesus.  All  scripture  is  given  by  inspiration  of  God,  and  is 
profitable  for  doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  correction,  for  instruction  iu 
righteousness  :  that  the  man  of  God  may  be  perfect,  thoroughly 
furnished  unto  all  o-ood  W(;>iks.  2  Tim.  o.  lo — 17.  ^Ve  have  also  a 
more  sure  word  of  pro])hccy  ;  whercunto  ye  do  well  that  ye  take 
heed,  as  unto  a  light  that  sliinclh  in  a  dark  place,  until  tiie  day 
dawn,  and  the  day-star  arise  in  your  hearts:  knowing  tiiis  first,  that 
no  piophccy  of  scripture  is  of  any  private  interpretation;  for  tlie 
prophecy  came  not  in  old  time  by  the  will  of  man,  but  holy  men  of 
God  spake  as  they  were  moved  by  the  Holy  Ghost.  2  Pet.  1.  JiJ — 
21.  And  beginning  at  Moses  and  all  the  pro})hets,  he  expounded 
unto  them  in  all  the  scriptures  the  things  concerning  himself  All 
tilings  must  be  fultilled,  whicli  were  written  in  the  law  of  Moses 
and  in  the  prophets  and  in  tiie  }isalms,  concerning  rne.  Tlien 
opened  he  their  understandl!!:;^-,  that  they  mio-ht  understand  the 
Scriptures.  Luke  'JT,  -!J.  4').  Sfarch  tlie  Scriptures.  John  5. 
39.  God  who  at  sundry  timi  s  and  divers  manners,  spake  in  lime 
past  unto  the  fathers  by  the  [)i  i;i]/iR-ts.  halh  in  these  last  days  spoken 
unto  us  by  his  Son.  lieb.  L  1.  'J.  David  the  sen  of  Jesse  said,  and 
the  man  who  was  raised  up  on  hiuii,  the  anointed  of  tlie  God  of 
Jacob,  the  sweet  psalmist  of  T-iael,  said,  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
spake  by  me,  and  liis  word  was  in  my  tonoue.  2  Sam.  23.  1.  2.  To 
the  law  and  to  the  testim"nv  :  if  liicy  spi-ak  not  accordinn-  to  this 
word;  it  is  because  th'>re  is  no  liulit  in  tli'  ia.  Isa.  S.  20.  Hut  though 
we,  or  an  angel  from  heaven,  preacii  any  other  gospel  unto  you 
than  that  which  we  liave  preached  iinio  you.  let  him  be  accursed. 
Gal.  1.  8.  For  I  testily  unto  every  man  that  lieaieth  the  words  of 
the  pro{)hecy  of  this  book,  if  any  man  shall  add  unto  these  things, 
God  shall  add  unto  him  the  pliLiiu  s  that  are  written  in  this  book  : 
And  if  any  man  shall  take  away  from  the  woriis  of  the  book  of  thi:^ 
prophocv,  God  shall  take  away  his  part  out  ot"  the  book  of  life,  and 
out  of  ilie  holv  city,  and  from  the  things  which  are  written  in  this 
book.  Rev.  22.  lei,  10.  Ye  do  err,  not  knowing"  the  Seri[)tures. 
Matt.  22.  21).  Thy  word  is  a  lamp  unto  my  leet.  and  a  light  unto 
my  patii.  Ps.  110.  10.").  O  how  love  I  thy  law;  it  is  my  meditation 
all  the  day.  Ps.  110.  07.

Jehovah,  who  is  adored  in  heaven  by  the 
hosts  of  the  angels  and  the  great  assembly  of 
the  saints,  to  whom  the  chiireh  on  earth  in 
the  ordinance  of  baptism  is  solemnly  conse- 
crated, and  with  whom  the  people  of  God 
maintain  communion  in  acts  of  holy  worship, 
adoration  and  grateful  dependence,  exists  in 
three  Persons,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the 
Holy  Ghost,  who  possess  the  same  nature, 
and  are  equal  in  every  divine  perfection. 

Go  yc^,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  r.ame  of  tiio 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  I^Iatt.  2^.  K'.  Tiie 
grace  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  love  of  God.  and  tlie  coni- 
munion  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  with  you  all.  2  Cor.  13.  14.  Grace 
be  unto  you  and  peace  frorn  liini,  which  is.  and  v.-hich  vras.  and 
which  is  to  come  ;  and  from  the  seven  Spirits  v.ldcli  are  beihre  liis 
throne  ;  and  from  Jesus  Christ,  who  is  the  iailhllil  witness  and  the 
first  begotten  of  the  dead,  and  the  Prince  of  tiie  kings  of  the  earth. 
Unto  him  that  loved  us,  and  washed  us  from  our  sins  in  his  own 
blood,  and  hath  made  us  kinys  and  priests  unto  (jod  and  his  J'ather  ; 
to  him  be  <?lory  and  dominion  forever  and  ever.  Rev.  1.  1 — G. 
Hoi}',  holy,  holy  is  the  Lord  of  hosts.  Isu.  G  ?>.  The  lour  Leasts 
and  four  and  twenty  ciders  fell  down  before  tlie  Lamb,  having; 
ever}'  one  of  them  harps,  and  golden  vials  full  of  odors,  v/ldch  are 
the  prayers  of  saints.  And  tliey  sung  a  nev.'  sonif.  saying.  Thou 
art  worthy  to  take  the  book,  and  to  open  the  seals  tiiereof :  lor  thou 
wast  slain,  and  hast  redeemed  us  to  God  by  thy  blood  out  ot  c  xvvy 
kindred  and  tongue  and  people  and  nation  ;  and  ha-t  luadt^  us  unto 
our  God  kings  and  priests;  and  we  shall  reign  on  the  carlli.  And 
I  beheld  and  I  heard  the  voice  of  many  angels  ri;aind  ai>out  the 
throne,  and  the  beasts  and  the  elders  :  and  t!ie  nnmher  of  them  was 
ten  thousand  times  ten  thousand,  and  thousands  of  thousands  ; 
saying  with  a  loud  voice,  ^Vorthy  is  the  Lamb  that  was  slain  to 
receive  power,  and  riches,  ami  wisdom,  arid  striMi_:th,  and  iionor, 
and  glory  and  blessing.  And  every  creature  which  is  in  heaven, 
and  on  the  earth,  and  such  as  are  in  the  sea,  and  all  that  arc  in 
them,  heard  1  sayino-.  Bit  ssinu  and  honor,  and  glorv  and  jiower.  be 
unto  liim  that  sittctli  upon  the  throne,  and  unto  tiie  Lamb,  forever 
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and  ever.  Rev.  5.  8 — 13.  Truly  our  fellowship  is  with  the  Father, 
and  with  his  Son  J('sus  Ciuist.  1  John  1.  3.  If  tliere  be  any 
consolation  in  Christ — if  any  Ibllowship  of  the  Spirit. — Who,  being' 
in  the  form  of  God,  thought  it  not  robbery  to  be  equal  v.'ith  God — 
And  that  every  tongue  siioald  confess  that  Jesus  Christ  is  Lord  to 
the  glory  of  God  the  Father.  Piiil.  2.  1,  G,  11.  By  his  Son,  whom 
he  hath  appointed  heir  of  all  things,  by  whom  also  he  made  tlie 
worlds,  who,  being  the  brightness  of  liis  glory  and  the  express 
image  of  his  person,  and  u[)bol(iing  all  things  by  the  word  of  his 
power,  when  he  had  by  himself  purged  our  sins,  sat  down  on  the 
right  hand  of  the  majesty  on  higli.  And  let  all  the  angels  of  God 
worship  him.  But  unto  the  Son,  he  saith,  Thy  throne,  O  God,  is 
forever  and  ever;  a  sceptre  of  righteousness  is  the  sceptre  of  thy 
kingdom.  Heb.  1.  2,  3,  (i,  8.  In  the  beginning  was  the  ^Vord,  and 
the  Word  was  with  God,  and  the  Word  was  God.  All  things  were 
made  b}^  him,  and  without  Inm  was  not  any  thing  made  tJiat  was 
made,  Jolm  1.  1,  3. 

But  Peter  said,  Ananias,  ^Vhy  hath  Satan  filled  thine  heart  to  lie 
to  tiie  Holy  Ghost.''  thou  luast  not  lied  unto  men,  but  unto  God. 
Acts  5.  3,  4.  And  as  they  ministered  to  the  Lord  and  fasled,  the 
llol}'  Ghost  said.  Separate  me  Iiarnabas  and  Saul  for  tiie  work 
vvhereunto  I  have  called  them.  So  they,  being  sent  Ibrth  by  the 
Holy  Ghost,  departed  unto  Seleucia.  Acts  13.  2 — 4. 


Article  lY. 

God  created  the  world  to  display  his  glory, 
and  both  knew  and  ordained  whatsoever 
comes  to  pass  :  His  decrees  are  eternal, 
universal  and  immutable. 

The  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God.  Ps.  19.  1.  Thou  hast 
created  all  things,  and  for  thy  pleasure  they  are  and  were  created. 
Rev.  4.  11.  I  form  the  light  and  create  darkness;  I  make  peace 
and  create  evil;  I  the  Lord  do  all  these  things.  Lsa.  45.  7.  The 
Lord  hath  made  all  things  f)r  himself;  yea.  even  the  wicked  for 
the  day  of  evil.  Prov.  Ui.  4.  Fur  ol'  him,  and  through  him,  and  to 
liim,  are  all  things:  to  whom  be  glury  forever.  Rom.  II.  3G. 

Known  unto  God  are  all  his  works  from  the  beginning  of  the 
world.  Acts  IT).  18.  Him.  bcinii:  delivered  by  the  deterniinate 
counsel  and  foreknowledge  of  (rod,  ye  have  taken,  and  by  wicked 
hands  liave  crucified  and  slain.  Acts  2.  2)5.  There  are  n^any  de- 
vices in  a  man's  heart;  nev<>rtheless  the  counsel  of  the  Lord,  that 
shall  stand.  Prov.  19.  21.  Declaring  l!io  end  from  the  beginning-, 
and  from  ancient  times  the  thimj-d  that  are  not  yet  done,  saying, 
My  counsel  shall  sland,  and  1  will  ilo  al!  my  pleasure.  Isa.  4t).  lU. 
And  truly  the  Son  of  man  goeth,  as  it  was  determined  :  but  wo. 
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unto  that  man  by  whom  lie  is  betrayed.  Luke  22.  22.  For  of  a 
trutli  against  thy  lioly  cliild  Jesus,  whom  thou  hast  anoint(^d,  both' 
Herod,  and  Pontius  Fihite,  witii  the  Gentiles,  and  llie  people  of 
Israel,  were  gathered  together,  for  to  do  whatsoever  thy  hand  and 
thy  counsel  determined  befoie  to  be  done.  Acts  4.  27,  2-;.  In 
whom  also  we  have  obtained  an  inheritanee,  being  predestinated 
according  to  the  purpose  of  him,  who  worketh  all  things  atlei  the 
counsel  of  his  own  will.  Ej)!!.  1.  11.  Wherein  God,  willing  more 
abundantly  to  show  unto  the  heirs  of  promise  the  innnutability  of 
liis  counsel,  continued  it  by  an  oath.  Heb.  G.  17.  The  counsel  of 
the  Lord  standetli  forever,  the  thoughts  of  his  heart  to  all  gen- 
erations. Ps.  33.  11.  1  am  the  Lord^  1  change  not;  therefore  ye 
sons  of  Jacob  are  not  consumed.  Mai.  3.  (», 


Aim  CLE  V. 

Man  is  res])onsible  and  immortal  :  Tiie 
law  of  God  is  perfect,  and  his  government 
just  and  good  :  The  present  world  is  a 
state  of  probation,  and  the  eternal  world 
is  a  state  of  retribution. 

Every  one  of  us  shall  give  account  of  himself  to  God.  Ronn  14. 
12.  Every  idle  word  that  men  shall  speak,  they  shall  give  aceoiiat 
thereof  in  the  day  of  judgment.  Matt.  12.  3G.  And  the  Lnnl  Gud 
commanded  the  man,  sayini>-,  Of  every  tr^e  of  the  warden  tlum 
mayest  freely  eat:  but  of  the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  oood  and 
evil,  thou  shalt  not  eat  of  it:  for  in  the  day  tliou  eatest  ihertof 
lliou  shalt  surely  die.  Gen.  2.  IG,  17. 

I  am  the  Ge.d  of  Abialiam,  and  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of 
Jacob.  God  is  not  the  God  of  the  dead,  Imt  of  the-  living.  31att.  22. 
32.  The  spirit  shall  nturn  unto  God  w\\o  gave  it.  Eccl.  12.  7. 
And  fear  not  them  that  kill  the  body,  but  are  not  able  to  kill  I'le 
soul:  but  rather  It'ar  him  which  is  able  to  destroy  both  soul  ;,iid 
body  in  hell.  Matt.  10.  2H. 

The  law  is  holy,  and  the  connnandment  holy  and  just  and  good, 
Rom.  7.  12.  Tiie  law  of  the  Lord  is  perfoct.  conveillng  iho  suul  : 
the  judo-nrents  of  the  l.,ord  are  true  and  lighteous  altogether.  Ps. 
19.  7,  9? 

And  they  sing  tb.e  song  of  ]Moses  the  servant  of  God  and  the 
song  of  the  l^andj,  sayino-,  Great  and  marvellous  are  thy  works. 
Lord  God  Almighty  ;  just  and  true  are  thy  ways,  thou  King  of 
saints  Rev.  IT). ^3.  We  must  all  appear  bet'.Te  the  judgment-scat 
of  Clnist,  that  every  man  may  receive  the  things  done  in  his 
body,  accordinn-  to  tln't  he  luith  done,  whether  it  be  good  or  bad. 
2  Cor.  5.  10. 


Article  YI. 


Adam,  our  progenitor,  was  created  in  the 
moral  image  of  God,  and  constituted  the 
representative  of  his  posterity. 

And  God  said,  Let  us  make  man  in  our  image,  after  our  likeness; 
and  let  them  have  dominion  over  the  tish  of  the  sea  and  over  the 
fowl  of  the  air  and  over  the  cattle  and  over  all  tiie  earth,  and  over 
every  creeping  thing  that  creepeth  upon  the  earth.  So  God  created 
man  in  his  own  irnao-e  ;  in  the  image  of  God  created  he  liim  ;  male 
and  female  created  he  thera.  Gen.  1.  ■2(i,  "27.  Put  on  the  new  man, 
which  is  renewed  in  knowledge  after  the  image  of  him  tiiat  created 
him.  Col.  3.  10.  Put  on  the  new  man.  wJiich  after  God  is  created 
in  righteousness  and  true  holiness.  Eph.  4.  24.  Lo,  this  onlv  liave 
I  found,  that  God  made  man  upright;  hut  they  have  souoht  out 
many  inventions.  Eccl.  7.  20.  By  one  man  sin  entered  mio  the 
world,  and  death  by  sin  ;  and  so  death  passed  upon  all  men,  for 
that  all  have  sinned.  For  as  bv  one  man's  disobedience  many  were 
made  sinners;  so  by  the  obedience  of  one  shall  many  be  made 
righteous.  Rom.  5.  12,  19. 


Article  VU. 

In  consequence  of  the  apostasy  of  x\dam, 
his  natural  descendants  in  tlieir  succeeding 
generations  are  destitute  of  holiness  ;  and, 
unless  they  are  renewed  by  the  Holy  Spirit, 
possess  the  carnal  mind  which  is  enmity 
against  God. 

And  God  saw  that  the  wickedness  of  man  was  great  in  the  earth, 
and  that  every  lUKin-iiiation  of  tlie  thoughts  of  his  heart  was  only 
evil  continually.  And  it  repented  the  Lord  that  he  had  made  man 
on  the  earth,  and  it  oricvcd  him  at  his  heart.  And  the  Lord  said, 
I  will  destroy  man  whom  I  have  created  frorri  the  face  of  the  earth. 
Gen.  (3.  5 — 7.  For  the  imagination  of  man's  heart  is  evil  t'rom  his 
youth.  Gen.  8.  21.  Tlie  heart  of  the  sons  of  men  is  full  of  evil, 
and  madness  is  in  their  heart  while  they  live.  Eccl.  V.  3.    I'he  tool 
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hath  said  in  his  heart,  There  is  no  God.  They  are  corrupt;  tliey 
have  done  abominable  works  ;  there  is  none  that  doeth  good.  Tlie 
Lord  looked  down  from  heaven  upon  tlie  children  of  men  to  see  if 
tliere  were  any  that  did  understand  and  seek  God.  They  are  all 
gone  aside,  tliey  are  altogether  becotne  filthy  ;  tliere  is  none  that 
doeth  good,  no,  not  one.  i*s.  14.  1 — 3.  The  heart  is  deceitful  above 
all  things,  and  desperately  wicked:  who  can  know  it  Jer.  17.  9. 
All  have  sinned.  Rom.  5.  12  Among  whom  we  all  ])ad  our  con- 
versation in  times  past  in  the  lusts  of  our  flesh,  fulfilhng  tiie  desires 
of  our  flesh  and  of  the  mind,  and  were  by  nature  the  children  of 
wrath,  even  as  others.  '2.  3.    What  then.''  are  we  better  than 

tlicy  .-^  No,  in  no  wise:  for  we  have  before  proved  botii  Jews  and 
Gentiles,  tliat  they  are  all  under  sin  ;  as  it  is  written,  tJieie  is  none 
righteous,  no,  not  one;  there  is  none  that  understandeth,  there  is 
none  that  seeketh  after  God.  They  are  all  gone  out  of  the  way, 
they  are  together  become  unprofitable;  there  is  none  that  doeth 
good,  no,  not  one.  Their  throat  is  an  open  sepulchre  ;  with  their 
tongues  they  have  used  deceit;  the  poison  of  asps  is  under  their 
lips  ;  whose  mouth  is  full  of  cursing  and  bitterness  ;  their  feet  are 
swift  to  slied  blood  :  destruction  and  misery  are  in  their  ways  ;  and 
the  way  of  peace  have  they  not  known  :  there  is  no  fear  of  God 
before  their  eyes.  Rom.  3.  D — 18.  For  to  be  carnally  minded  is 
death;  but  to  be  spiritually  minded  is  life  and  peace;  because  the 
carnal  mind  is  enmity  against  God  ;  for  it  is  not  subject  to  itie  law 
of  God,  neither  indeed  can  be.  So  then  they  that  are  in  the  flesh 
cannot  please  God.  Roin.  fc'.  G — 8. 


Article  VIII. 

The  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  eternal  AVord, 
assumed  the  nature  of  man,  and  by  his 
mediation  and  death  on  the  cross  made 
atonement  for  the  sins  of  the  workl. 

In  the  beginning  was  the  Word.  And  tlic  Word  was  made  flesh 
and  dwelt  among  us.  Heboid  the  Lamb  of  God,  which  tnkc  tl;  away 
the  sin  of  the  world.  John  1.  1,  M,  "J'.t.  Who,  being  in  the  I'onn  of 
God,  thought  it  not  robbery  to  \)o  eijual  with  G(kI  ;  but  made 
himself  of  no  reputation,  and  to<ik  upon  liim  the  form  of  a  servant, 
and  was  made  in  the  likeness  ot'  iiicii  ;  and  being  found  in  fashion 
as  a  man,  he  humliled  himself,  ntid  liecame  fibedieut  unto  death, 
even  the  death  of  the  cross,  riiil.  '2.  (i — 8.  Forasuiuch  tb<ni,  as  the 
chiUh-en  are  ]).u-lakers  ol'  llesli  ;ind  blood,  he  also  himself  likewise 
took  part  of  tlie  same.  For  verily  he  took  not  on  him  the  n;iture  of 
ano-els ;  but  he  took  on  him  the  seed  of  Abraham,  lleb.  2.  LI,  10. 
And  without  controversy,  great  is  the  mystery  of  godliness  :  God 
was  manifest  in  the  flesh,  justified  in  the  spirit,  seen  of  angels, 
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preached  unto  the  Gentiles,  helieved  on  in  the  -world,  received  up 
into  glor}'.  1  Tim.  3.  JG.  Every  spirit  that  confesseth  not  tliat 
Jesus  Christ  is  come  in  the  flesh  is  not  of  God.  1  John  1.  3.  This 
is  a  faithful  saying  and  worthy  of  all  acceptation,  that  Christ  Jesus 
came  into  the  world  to  save  sinners.  1  Tim.  1.  15.  Tlius  it  is 
written,  and  thus  it  hehoved  Christ  to  suiler,  and  to  rise  from  the 
dead  the  third  day  ;  nnd  that  repentance  and  remission  of  sins 
should  he  preached  amonir  all  nations.  Luke  '24.  46,  47.  For  this  is 
my  hlood  of  the  New  Testament,  which  is  shed  for  many  for  the 
remission  of  sins.  Matt.  2(!.  2S.  Without  shedding  of  hlood  is  no 
remission.  Ileb.  9.  22.  AVho  needeth  not  daily,  as  those  hi<rh 
priests,  to  ofler  up  sacrifice,  first  for  his  own  sins,  and  then  for  the 
people's:  For  this  he  did  once  when  he  offered  up  hinisclf  Heb. 
7.  27.  And  if  any  man  sin,  we  have  an  advocate  with  the  Father, 
Jesus  Christ  the  rifrhteous  :  And  he  is  the  propitiation  for  our  sins  ; 
and  not  for  ours  only,  hut  also  for  the  sins  of  the  whole  world.  1 
John  2.  2.  Ye  were  not  redeemed  with  corruptible  things,  as 
silver  and  gold,  from  your  vain  conversation  received  by  tradition 
from  your  fatlicrs  ;  but  with  the  jirecious  blood  of  Christ,  as  of  a 
Lamb  without  blemish  and  without  spot :  who  verily  was  fore- 
ordained before  the  foundation  of  the  world.  4  Peter  L  18 — 20. 
While  we  were  yet  sinners  Christ  died  for  us.  Rom.  5.  S.  Thou 
wast  slain,  and  hast  redeemed  us  to  God  by  thy  blood,  out  of  ever}' 
kindred  and  tongue  and  people  and  nation,  lie  v.  5.  0. 


Article  IX. 

Pardon  is  offered  to  sinners  on  condition  of 
repentance  and  faith  ;  but  tiiey  reject  the 
gospel  of  grace  and  refuse  to  come  to  Christ. 

Whosoever  will,  let  him  take  the  water  of  life  Ireely.  Rev.  22. 
17.  Look  unto  me  and  be  ye  saved,  all  the  ends  of  the  earth.  Isa. 
45.22.  Repent  and  turn  yourselves  I'rom  all  your  transgressions; 
so  iniquity  shall  not  be  your  ruin.  Cast  away  from  you  all  your 
transgressions,  whereby  ye  have  transa'ressed  ;  and  make  you  a  new 
heart  and  a  new  sjiirit:  tor  why  will  ye  die.  O  house  of  Israel.'' 
Ezek.  IS.  31),  31.  As  I  live,saith  the  Lord  Crod,  I  have  no  ])leasare 
in  the  death  of  the  wicknl  ;  but  that  the  wicked  turn  Irom  his  way 
and  live  :  turn  ye,  turn  ye  tiom  your  evil  ways,  for  why  will  ye 
die  Ezek.  33.  11.  Go  yt-"  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  ijospel 
to  every  creature.  Me  that  belie voth  and  is  baptized,  shall  be 
saved  ;  but  Jie  that  believeth  not,  shall  be  damned.  Mark  It).  15, 
1(3.  Him  that  cometh  to  mo,  I  will  in  no  wise  cast  out.  John  (i.  37. 
Ye  will  not  come  to  me  that  ye  might  have  lile.  John  5.  40.  Come, 
for  all  things  are  now  ready.  And  they  all  with  one  consent  began 
to  make  excuse.  Luke  11.  17. 
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Article  X. 

Ill  eternal  and  sovereign  love  God  purposed 
to  reclaim  and  save  multitudes  of  our  sinful 
race,  who  were  given  to  Christ  as  his  peculiar 
people  and  redeemed  hj  his  hlood,  and  who 
from  age  to  age  are  effectually  called  by  tlie 
Holy  Spirit  out  of  every  kindred  and  people 
and  nation  :  While  all  others  persist  in  sin 
and  become  vessels  of  wrath,  litted  to  de- 
struction. 

Blessed  bo  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  wlio 
hath  blessed  us  with  all  spiritual  blessings  in  heavenly  places  in 
Christ;  accordino;  as  lie  hath  chosen  us  in  Jiini  before  the  founda- 
tion of  tlie  world,  that  we  sliould  be  holy  and  without  blame  betorc 
him  in  love  :  having  jiredestinatcd  us  unto  the  adoption  of  children 
by  Jesus  Christ  to  himself,  according  to  the  good  pleasure  of  his 
will,  to  the  praise  of  the  glory  of  his  grace.  Eph.  1.  3 — 5.  But  we 
are  bound  to  give  thanks  always  to  God  for  you,  brethren  beloved 
of  tlie  Lord,  because  God  hath  from  the  beginning  chosen  you  to 
salvation,  tlirough  sanctification  of  the  Spirit  and  belief  of  the 
truth.  2  Thess.  2.  13.  No  man  can  come  to  me,  except  the  Fatlicr 
which  hath  sent  me  diaw  him.  John  (i.  44.  And  as  many  as  were 
ordained  to  eternal  life  believed.  Acts  13.  43.  For  the  childreri 
being  not  yet  born,  neither  having  done  any  good  or  evil,  that  the 
purpose  of  God  according  to  election  mi^iht  stand,  not  of  works 
but  of  him  that  callelh, — TJierefore  hath  lie  mercy  on  whom  he  will 
have  mercy,  and  whom  he  will  he  hardenclh.  llatli  not  tin-  potter 
power  over  the  clay,  of  the  same  lump  to  make  one  vessel  unto 
honor  and  another  unto  dislionor.'*  Rom.  !>.  11,  IS.  21.  A  i^nat 
multitude,  which  no  man  could  number,  of  all  nations  and  kindvt'ds 
and  people  and  tongues,  stood  before  the  tlirone  and  lieiitre  the 
Ijamb,  clothed  with  wliite  robes  and  palms  in  their  iiam's  ;  and 
cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Salvation  to  our  (.iod  which  sitlcnh 
upon  the  throne  and  unto  the  Lamb.  i\ov.  7.  10.  A  new  heart 
also  will  1  give  you,  and  a  new  spirit  will  I  put  witiiin  you.  and  1 
will  take  away  the  stony  heart  out  of  your  tiesh,  and  1  will  iiive 
you  a  heart  of  flesh.  Not  tl)r  your  salu's  do  I  this,  saith  the  Lord 
God,  be  it  known  unto  you.  F//ok.  3(1.  2(1,  32. 

I  am  the  good  shejdierd  :  tho  <.rood  shepherd  givcth  his  life  for 
the  sheep.    Ye  are  not  of  my  sheep.    j\]y  sheep  hear  my  voieej 
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and  1  know  them  ;  and  Ihcy  follow  mo,  and  I  £rive  unlo  them 
eternal  life.  John  10.  II, '^7.  F;itl;tT,  T  will  that  they  whom  tiiou 
hast  given  me  he  with  me  where  I  am  ;  that  they  may  behold  my 
gloiy.  John  17.  24. 

When  he  is  come,  he  will  reprove  the  world  of  sin.  Jolm  ](J.  S. 
Ye  stitf-nccked  and  uncircumci^^ed  in  heart  and  ears,  3'e  do  always 
resist  the  floly  Ghost.  Acts  7.  Til.  Thy  people  shall  be  willino-  in 
the  day  of  thy  power.  Ps.  110.  3. 

For  God  hath  not  appointed  us  to  wrath.  1  TJiess.  5.  9.  Know 
ye  not  your  own  selves,  how  that  Jesus  Christ  is  in  you,  except  ye 
be  reprobates.''  2  Cor.  13.  5.  What  if  God,  willing  to  show  his 
wrath,  and  to  make  liis  power  ivnown,  endured  with  mucli  long 
suflcring  the  vessels  of  wrath  fitted  to  destruction  '■:  Kom.  9.  ^2. 


Being  confident  of  this  very  thin^r,  that  ho  which  hath  bc£run  a 
good  work  in  you.  porlnrm  it  until  the  day  of  Jesus  Cluist. 
Phil.  1.  G.  The  path  of  tlu^  'y\<  is  as  tlie  shininir  "light,  that  shineth 
more  and  more  unto  the  jierfect  day.  Prov.  4.  J  ^.  The  righteous 
shall  hold  on  his  way  ;  and  lie  liiat  hath  clean  hands  shall  be 
stronger  and  stronger.  Job  ]7.  9.  For  God  hatli  not  aj)pointed  us 
to  wrath,  but  to  obtain  salvation  throuo-h  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
who  died  for  us,  that  whether  we  wake  or  sleep,  we  should  live 
together  with  him.  1  Thess.  5.  9.  Elect  according  to  the  fore- 
knowledge of  God  the  Father,  through  sanctification  of  the  ^^J)irit, 
unto  obedience  and  sprinkling  of  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ :  who 
are  kept  by  the  power  of  God  throuirh  faith  unto  salvation.  1  Peter 
1.  2,  5.  Unto  hiin  that  is  able  to  keep  you  from  falling,  and  to 
present  you  faultless  before  the  presence  of  his  glory  with  ex- 
ceeding joy.  Jude  24.  jNIuch  moie  then,  being  now  justified  by  his 
blood,  we  shall  be  saved  fi-om  wrath  through  him.  For  if,  when 
we  were  enemies,  we  v.ere  reconciled  to  God  by  the  death  of  his 
Son  ;  much  more  beinij:  reconciled,  we  shall  be  saved  liy  his  life. 
And  not  only  so,  bat  we  also  joy  in  God  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  by  whom  also  we  have  received  the  atonement.  Rom.  5. 
9 — \\.  We  know  that  all  things  work  together  for  good  to  them 
that  love  God,  to  them  who  are  the  called  according  to  his  purpose. 
For  whom  he  did  foreknow,  he  also  did  predestinate  to  be  conl7irmed 
to  the  image  of  his  Son,  that  he  mirrht  be  the  first-born  amc>ng 
many  brethren.  Moreover,  w  iu>ni  he  did  predestinate,  them  he 
also  called  :  and  whom  he  called,  them  he  also  justified  ;  and  whom 
he  justified,  them  lie  also  glorified.    What  sliall  we  then  say  to 
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these  thing's?  If  God  be  for  us,  who  can  be  orrainst  us?  lie  that 
sfjared  not  his  own  Son,  but  delivered  liim  up  tbr  us  all,  liow  shall 
he  not  witli  h\m  also  freely  give  us  all  things  r  Who  shall  lay  any 
thing  to  the  charge  of  God's  elect  ?  It  is  God  that  justifieth  :  Who 
is  he  that  condemneth  ?  It  is  Clirist  that  died;  yea  rather  that  is 
risen  again,  v.'ho  is  even  at  the  lii-ht  hand  of  God,  who  also 
makelh  intercession  for  us.  "Who  shall  separate  us  from  the  love 
of  Christ?  shall  tribulation  or  distress  or  persecution  or  famine  or 
nakedness  or  peril  or  sword  ?  Nay,  in  all  these  thino-s  we  are  more 
than  conquerors  throuo-h  him  that  loved  us.  For  I  am  persuaded 
that  neither  death  nor  life,  nor  angels  nor  principalities  nor  pov;ers, 
nor  things  present  nor  thinss  to  come,  nor  height  nor  depth  nor 
any  other  cieature,  sliall  be  able  to  separate  us  from  the  love  of 
God  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord.  llom.  8.  23 — 39. 


Article  XII. 

Any  number  of  believers,  duly  associated, 
constitute  a  church  of  Christ,  whose  special 
ordinances  are  baptism  and  the  Lord's  supper. 
Adult  believers  and  their  children  are  proper 
subjects  of  baptism,  and  all  who  are  truly 
penitent  for  sin  and  vitally  united  to  Christ  in 
faith  and  love  are  proper  candidates  for  the 
Lord's  supper. 

And  if  he  shall  noL'lect  to  hear  them,  fell  it  unto  the  church  :  but 
if  he  neo  lcct  to  hear  tlie  cliurch,  let  him  be  unto  thee  as  an  heathen 
man  and  a  publican.  Matt.  IS.  17.  And  the  Lord  added  to  tiie 
church  dail}^  sucli  as  should  be  saved.  Acts  2.  47.  As  for  Saul,  he 
made  liavoc  of  the  church.  Acts  8.  3.  Herod  the  kinn-  stretched 
forth  his  hands  to  vex  certain  of  the  church.  And  he  killed  James, 
the  brother  of  John.  v>-ith  the  sword.  .Nets  12.  1.  And  he  went 
through  Syrin.  and  Cilicia.  confirniinLT  the  churches.  Acts  1.3.  41. 
He  that  hath  an  ear.  let  liim  hear  v.  hat  the  Spirit  saith  unto  the 
churches.  Rev.  2.  7. 

Go  ye  ther.^fore  and  teach  all  nati"ns,  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father  and  of  tlic  Son  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  JMatt. 
28.  10. 

And  he  took  bread  and  gave  thanks  and  bralce  it  and  gave  imto 
them,  saying,  This  is  my  body  which  is  given  for  you:  this  do  in 
remembrance  of  me.  Likewise  also  tlie  cup  at'ter  supper,  sayinu, 
This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood  whicJi  is  shed  fur  you. 


Luke  22.  19,  20.  When  yo  come  ion-ether  llierefoie  into  one  place, 
this  is  not  lo  eat  the  Lord's  supper.  For  I  liave  received  of  the 
Lord  that  wiiich  I  also  delivered  ui\to  you,  Tiiat  the  Lord  .Jesus, 
the  same  nii^ht  in  which  iie  was  betrayed,  took  bread,  and  when  lie 
had  given  tlianks,  lie  brake  it  and  said,  Take,  cat,  this  is  niy  body 
which  is  broken  for  you  :  this  do  in  remembrance  of  me.  After 
the  same  manner  also  lie  took  the  cup,  when  he  had  su])ped, 
saying,  This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood  :  this  do  ye  as 
oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of  me.  For  as  often  as  ye  eat 
this  bread  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do  show  the  Lord's  death  till  he 
come.  1  Cor.  IF  20,  23— 2G. 

And  the  eunuch  said.  iSee  here  is  water  ;  Wliat  doth  hinder  me 
to  be  baptized.'  And  Philip  said,  If  thou  bclievest  with  all  thine 
heart,  tliou  mayest.  Acts  8.  Then  they  that  gladly  received 
his  v.'ord  were  baptized  ;  and  the  same  day  theie  were  added  to 
them  about  3,000  souls.  Acts  2.  41.  And  was  baptized,  he  and  all 
his,  straiolitway.  Acts  IG.  33.  She  v;as  baptized  and  her  household. 
Acts  IG.  lo.  And  I  baptized  also  the  liousehold  of  Stephanas.  1 
Cor.  FIG. 

"Whosoever  shall  eat  this  bread  and  drink  this  cup  of  the  Lord 
unworthily,  shall  be  guilty  of  the  body  afid  blood  of  the  Lord.  Jiut 
let  a  man  examine  himself,  and  so  let  liim  eat  of  that  bread  and 
drink  of  that  cup.  For  he  that  cateth  and  drinketh  unworthily, 
eateth  and  drinketh  damnation  to  himself,  not  discerning  the  Lord  s 
body.  1  Cor.  IF  27 — 29.  Be  ye  not  unequally  yoked  too  ether  with 
unbelievers  :  for  what  fellow.sljip  hath  rii^hteousness  with  unriglit- 
eousness.'  and  what  communion  hath  lioht  with  darkness.^  and 
what  concord  hath  Clitist  with  Belial?  or  what  part  hath  he  that 
belicveth  with  an  infidel?  and  Avhat  agieement  liatli  the  temjile  of 
God  with  idols  ?  for  ye  are  the  teinj^le  of  the  living  God  :  as  God 
hath  said,  I  will  dwell  in  tliem  and  wallv  in  them  ;  and  I  will  be 
their  God  and  they  shall  be  my  people.  ^Vherefore  come  out  from 
among  them,  and  be  ye  separate,  and  touch  not  the  unclean  thing; 
and  1  will  receive  you  and  be  a  Fatlier  unto  you.  and  ye  shall  be 
my  sons  and  daughters,  salth  the  Lord  Alnfighty.  2  Cor.  G.  Fl — IS. 


Articlf  XI 11. 

There  will  be  a  resurrection  of  the  dead, 
both  just  and  unjust. 

INFarvel  not  at  this:  fn-  the  hour  is  cnmiinT,  in  the  which  all 
that  are  in  the  graves  shall  \\r\n-  h;s  voice,  nnd  sliall  come  fnth  ; 
tliey  that  have  done  odod  unto  tlu^  lesurrectinn  ot'  lif^  ;  and  they 
that  have  done  evil  unlo  ihc^  rcsurri'c-tiiai  .li'  damnation.  Joliii  .">.  2S, 
2:).  Why  slunild  it  be  ihouiiht  a  thing  incredible  with  y<>u  that 
God  should  raise  the  dead  ?  Acts  2t>.  S.  I  have  hope  towards  God, 
which  they  themselves  also  allow,  that  there  shall  be  a  resuirectiou 
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of  the  dead,  both  of  the  just  and  the  unjust.  Acts  24.  15.  There- 
fore leaving  the  principles  of  the  doctrine  of  Christ,  let  us  oo  on 
unto  perfection  ;  not  laying  again  the  foundation  of  repentance  IVohi 
dead  works,  and  of  faith  towards  God,  of  the  doctrine  of  haptisius, 
and  of  laying  on  of  liands,  and  of  resurrection  of  the  dead,  an(i  of 
eternal  judgment.  Heb.  G.  J,  2.  They  that  sleep  in  the  du.st  of  tin- 
earth  shall  awake,  some  to  everlasting  life,  and  some  to  shame  and 
everlasting  contempt.   Dan.  32.  2. — 1  Cor.  15.  12 — 57. 

Article  XIV. 

At  the  end  of  the  world,  there  will  be  a 
general  judgment,  when  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
will  assemble  all  intelligent  creatures  togellier 
and  make  retributions  just  and  final  :  the 
righteous  will  be  received  to  heaven  and  the 
wicked  banished  to  hell. 

We  must  all  appear  before  the  judgment  seat  of  Clirist,  that 
every  one  may  receive  the  things  done  in  his  body,  accordinir  to 
that  he  hath  done,  whether  it  be  good  or  bad.  Knowing  therefore 
the  terror  of  the  Lord,  we  persuade  men.  2  Cor.  5.  lU.  He  hath 
appointed  a  day,  in  tlie  which  he  will  judge  the  world  in  righteous- 
ness by  that  man  whom  he  hath  ordained.  Acts  17.  31.  For  as  the 
Father  raisetli  up  the  dead  and  quickeneth  them  ;  even  so  the  Son 
quickeneth  whom  he  will.  For  tlie  Father  judgcth  no  man  ;  but 
liatli  committed  all  judgment  unto  the  Son,  that  all  men  sliOuM 
honor  the  Son,  even  as  they  honor  the  Father.  John  5.  'Jl — 2;'.. 
Whosoever  shall  be  ashamed  ol'  me  and  of  my  words  in  this 
adulterous  and  sinful  generation,  of  him  shall  the  Son  of  nian  lie 
ashamed  when  he  cometh  in  the  glory  of  his  Fatlier  witii  tlie  Indy 
angels.  Mark  8.  8S.  So  shall  it  be  in  the  end  of  this  wi  rhl.  'i'hc 
Son  of  man  shall  send  forth  his  angels,  and  they  slial!  nather  out 
of  his  kingdonr  all  things  that  offend  and  them  uhich  do  inl<iuity  ; 
and  shall  "cast  them  into  a  furnace  of  fue :  there  ^^hall  he  wailing 
and  gnashing  of  teeth.  Then  shall  the  rio-hteous  .-liine  forth  as 
the  sun  in  the  kinodoui  of  their  Fatlun-.  ^latt.  F>.  4i) — 1:>. 

The  angels  which  kei)t  not  their  fust  estate  but  left  their  own 
habitation"^  he  hath  reserved  in  everlasting  chains  under  darkness 
unto  the  judgment  of  the  great  day.  Behold,  the  Lord  conx  ih  with 
ten  thousand  of  his  saints,  to  execute  jmlgment  u[vmi  all  and  to 
convince  all  that  are  ungodly  among  them  of  all  tlieir  uiiL'i'dly 
deeds  which  they  have  ungodly  committed,  and  of  all  their  hard 
speeches  which  ungodly  sinners  have  spoken  against  him.  .ludi- 
lo.

God  sliall  brino-  every  work  into  judgment,  with  every  secret 
thing',  whether  it  be  g<iod  or  wliether  it  be  eviL  Eccl.  1'2.  11.  We 
are  sure  that  tlie  jud^jnient  of  God  is  accor(hng  to  truth,  against 
them  wliich  commit  such  things.  And  tliinkest  thou  this,  O  man, 
tliat  judgest  tiiem  which  do  such  tilings,  and  duest  the  same,  tliat 
thou  sluilt  escape  the  judgment  of  God?  Or  despisest  thou  the 
riches  of  his  goodness  and  forbearance  and  long  sutt'ering ;  not 
knowing  that  the  goodness  of  God  leadeth  thee  to  repentance  ?

We,  whose  names  are  subscribed,  li-avinf^  foui)d  bv  woful  expe- 
rience, the  unsteadlastness  of  our  hearts  witli  C^od  and  jjiuiicness 
to  go  astray  from  his  ways,  for  whicli  we  desire  to  abase  and  ljumble 
ourselves  in  his  presence,  and  desiring'  to  l)e  joined  forever  to  the 
Lord,  and  to  cleave  togetlier  in  spiritual  love  and  communion, 
according  to  his  hoi}'  institutions,  that  we  miglit  enjo}'  in  his  name 
such  holy  helps  as  tiie  Lord  Jesus  in  wisdom  and  compassion  hath 
ordained  in  liis  o-osi)cl  for  his  jieople.  thereby  to  let  out  hiinself  unto 
them,  and  to  build  them  np  in  faith  and  liolincss,  till  he  have 
prepared  them  for  everlasting-  communion  with  himself: 

We  do  therefore,  in  the  name  and  presence  of  GikI,  and  of  our

superstitious  and  tyrannous  cinnniands  ni  Anti-olnist.  and  his  atlhe- 
rents,  wiierein  we  liave  in  any  kintl  been  ent;uiok'd  ;  protessing 
and  proniisiu IT.  Ihrouoh  the  help  of  his  rich  and  tree  oTace,  hencC' 
fljith  not  to  live  unto  ourselves,  but  unto  tlie  Lord  Jesus.  wIkj  hath

fulness over  each  other,  and  tiiithful  mutual  helpfulness  in  the  ways 
of  God,  for  the  spiritual  and  temporal  comfort  and  good  of  one 
another  in  tlie  Lord;  and  all  to  the  setting  forth  of  the  praise  of  his 
rich  grace  in  Christ,  who  hatli  called  us  in  his  abundant  mercy  to 
this  holy  fellowship  with  his  Majesty  and  one  with  another.

We,  who  through  the  exceeding  riches  of  the  grace  and  patience 
of  God  do  yet  continue  meu;ibors  of  this  ciiurch,  being  now  as- 
sembled in  the  holy  presence  of  God  and  in  the  name  ot"  the  Lord 
Jesus, — after  humble  confession  of  our  manif  )ld  breaches  of  Cove- 
nant before  the  Lord  our  God  and  earnest  supplication  for  pardoning 
mercy  through  the  blood  of  Christ,  and  due  acknowledgment  of  our 
great  unworthiness  to  be  owned  a^?  the  Lord's  covenant-people, — 
also  acknowledging  our  inability  to  keep  covenant  u'ith  God,  or 
to  pertbrm  any  spiritual  duty,  unless  tlie  Lortl  Jesus  enable  us 
thereunto,  by  his  sj)!rit  dwclliiifi;  in  us. — and  neiiio-  awfully  sensible 
that  it  is  a  dreadful  tiling  f  )r  sinful  dust  and  ashes,  personally  to 
transact  with  the  infmilely  glorious  Majesty  of  heaven  and  earth, — 
We  do  in  humble  confidence  of  his  gracious  assistance  and  ac- 
ceptance through  Christ,  each  of  us  lor  ourselves  and  jointly  as  a 
church  of  the  living  God,  explicitly  renew  our  covenant  v/ith  Gcd 
and  one  with  another,  in  manner  and  form  following  : — viz. 

"  We  do  in  the  name  and  presence  of  God.  and  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  before  his  people  here  assembled,  sidemnly  enter  into 
covenant  with  the  Lord  our  God, — prf)tessing  and  acknowledging 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  our  beloved  Redeemer,  to  be  the  only  Priest, 
Proph.et  and  King  of  his  church, —  And  (through  the  help  of . his 
grace)  his  merit  only  we  lost  upon  f>r  oiu"  pardon  and  peace  with 
the  Father, — his  only  teaching  and  riuhteous  government,  with  ail 
the  blessed  ordinances  of  his  kiiigt!i>m,  we  do  embrace  and  sr.bmit 
loin  all  things,  as  the  onlv  rule  of  our  lives, — renouncing  all  our 
own  righteousness,  with  all  the  doctrines,  devices  and  command- 
ments ol"  men,  not  agreeing  witli  his  holy  word,  especially  all  the 
superstitious  and  tvrannous  comnuuuls  of  Anti-chri^t  and  his  ad- 
herents, wherein  we  have  been  in  anv  kind  entangled, —  professing 
and  protnisin<r  (through  the  help  of  his  free  anil  rich  grace)  hcnce- 
forlli  not  to  live  to  ourselves,  but  unto  the  J^ord  .h  sus  who  hath 
bought  us  with  his  blood, — avoiihng  all  such  things  as  be  otfensive

And  wliereas  there  arc  mmy  evils  grov/n  too  common  in  this 
land,  so  far  as  we  or  any  of  us  "have  been  guilty  of  them,  we  desire 
from  our  hearts  to  bewail  it  before  the  Lord  and  humbly  to  entreat 
for  pardoning  mercy,  for  the  sake  of  the  blood  of  the  everlasting 
covenant — And  as  an  expedient  unto  reformation  of  v/hatever  evils 
have  j)rovoked  the  eyes  of  Grid's  glory  amongst  us,  we  do  subjoin 
to  our  (/hurcii  Covenant  a  I'urther  engagement,  whereby  we  do  as 
in  the  presence  of  God  pronuse — 

That  we  will  (by  the  help  r.f  Chri-t)  endeavor  every  one  of  us  to 
reform  his  own  heart  and  life,  by  scekiiiT-  to  mortity  all  our  sins, 
and  endeavoring  to  walk  clesi^Iv  with  Gml, — to  uphold  tlie  power 
of  godliness, — (to  keep  h<'i!y  tiie  L  'rd"s  day,  and  reverently  and 
carefully  to  attend  u[)on  the  dispensation  of  tiie  word  and  ordi- 
nances of  Christ,  and  all  parts  of  his  worship,  whether  jmblie  or 
private,)  according  as  in  the  word  of  God,  it  is  requited  of  us  to  do. 

We  promise  also,  by  t'i(^  lielp  of  Christ,  to  walk  before  God  in 
our  houses  with  an  u[)right  lirart.  taking  care  t'.iat  God  be  con- 
stantly called  upon  by  prayer,  and  that  the  Scriptures  be  frctpiently 
read  in  them,  and  that  we  will  endeavor  to  perlorm  all  duty  re- 
quired of  us  towaid  our  chiliiren  for  their  spiritual  good,  both  by 
example,  instruction,  government  and  prayer  for  them. 

We  do  further  engat'^e,  the  Lnrtl  helping  of  us,  to  endeavor  that 
we  may  be  pure  froiii  the  sins  ot  the  linirs.  such  as  neolect  or  pro- 
fanation of  the  woisiiip  nr  institutions  ot'  Ciirist,  iSabbath-brealdng, 
vain  and  sintul  conipany-keopiiiL'.  misspending  of  time,  exces-sive 
drinking,  wanton  and  loose  behavior .  fiiilinij  in  truth,  unciiaritable 
and  unrighteous  censurings,  sintul  tale-beariiio",  corrupt  c<mimuni- 
cation,  pride,  covetousness  and  the  like:  And  in  our  places  to 
endeavor  the  suppression  of  them:  And  that  we  will  make  con- 
science to  walk  so.  as  that  we  may  nut  give  occasion  to  others  to 
sin,  or  to  speak  evil  of  our  holy  jiruli^'ssion. 

Now  that  we  may  observe  and  keep  this  holy  covenant  and  all 
the  branches  of  it  inviolable  f  irevrr — we  tit-sire  to  deny  onrsidves 
and  to  de[)end  wholly  u[)on  the  eternal  Si)irit  of  grace,  and  u{)on 
llie  free  mercy  of  God,  and  the  merit  of  .lesus  Christ, — and  w  here 
v/e  shall  fail,  ther-e  to  wait  upon  the  Lord  Jesus  lor  pardtm  and  for 
acceptance  and  for  iiealirrg  lor  his  name  s  sake  AMEN.

You  believe  that  there  is  one  only  living  and  true  God,  tlie 
Maker,  Preserver  and  (iovcrnor  of  all  thinos;  and  that  there  is  but 
one  Mediator  betv/een  God  and  man,  tlie  man  Cliri:st  Jesus. 

You  believe  the  holy  Scriptures  to  be  the  word  of  God.  and  that 
they  contain  a  full  revelation  of  his  vill  and  of  our  duty.

We  promise  to  admit  you  to  all  the  ordinances 
of  the  gospel  in  fellowship  with  us  ;  to  watch  over  you  witii  a 
spirit  of  meekness,  not  for  your  halting-  but  helping;  to  tieaf  vou 
with  all  that  affection  which  our  sacred  relation  now  calls  for;  "and 
continue  our  ardent  ])rayers  for  you  to  the  Cod  of  all  grace,  that 
you  may  be  made  to  keep  his  solemn  covenant,  that  the  sure 
mercies  of  David  may  be  your  everlasting  })ortion.  A.men.

for  ourselves  and  jointly  as  a  church  of  the  living  (xod,  explicitly  renew  our 
covenant  with  God  and  one  with  another,  iu  mauuer  and  furm  follow  ing  : — 
viz. 

We  do  in  the  name  and  presence  of  God,  and  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 

and  before  his  people  here  assembled,  solemnly  enter  into  covenant  with 
*'  the  Lord  cur  God, — professing  and  acknowledging  the  Lord  Jesus  Chri-t 
*'  our  beloved  Redeemer,  to  l;e  the  only  Priest,  Prophet  and  King  of  his 
"  church, — And  (through  the  help  of  his  grace)  his  merit  only  we  rest  upor.- 
*'  for  our  pardon  Emd  peace  with  the  Father, — his  only  teaching  and  right- 
"  eous  government,  with  all  the  blessed  ordinances  of  his  kingdom,  we  do 
*'  embrace  and  submit  to  in  all  things,  as  the  only  rule  of  our  lives, — n  - 
**  nouncing  all  our  own  righteousness,  with  all  the  doctrines,  devices  and 
"  commandments  of  men,  not  agreeing  with  his  holy  Avord,  especially  ail 
"  the  supeistitious  and  tyrannous  commands  of  Anti-Clirist  and  his  adhe- 
"  rents,  wdierein  w^e  have  been  in  any  kind  entangled, — professing  and 
"  promising  (through  the  help  of  his  free  and  ricli  grace)  henceforth  not  ic^ 
"  live  to  ourselves,  but  unto  the  Lord  Jesus  who  hath  bought  us  witli  his 

blood, — avoiding  all  such  things  as  be  offensive  to  his  Majesty  a.nd  di-:- 
"  honourable  to  our  profession  of  his  name,  with  all  such  dangerous  tcmi;- 
"  tations,  as  our  sinful  hearts  arc  wont  to  be  drawn  aside  witiial, — iu 

special,  the  inordifjate  cares  of  and  entanglements  in  the  affairs  oi'  thi- 

life, — promising  and  professing  also  by  the  lielp  of  the  Lord  to  live  1o- 
"  gelher  in  this  our  holy  fellowship,  according  to  the  rule  of  love  in  all  hol>' 

watchfiilnesf  over  each  other,  ami  faitliful  mutiral  hclpfidneos  in  the  vv  avs 
"  of  God  for  the  spiritual  and  temporal  comfort  and  good  one  of  another  in 

the  ].iord — and  all  to  the  setting  Ibrth  the  praise  of  his  rich  grace  in 
"  Christ,  who  hath  called  us  in  his  abundant  mercy  to  this  holy  feliow;hir 

with  his  JMajesty  and  one  with  another.'" 

And  whereas  ther.3  are  many  evils  grown  too  common  in  this  land,  so  f.w 
as  we  or  any  of  us  ha-ve  been  gui-lty  of  them,  wo  desire  from  our  hearts  to 
bewail  it  before  the  Lord  and  humbly  to  entreat  for  pardoning  mercy,  ioi 
the  sake  of  the  blood  of  the  everlasting  coa  enant — And  as  an  expedient 
mito  reformation  of  whatever  cvih  have  provoked  the  eyes  of  God">  ulo'j 
amongst  us,  we  do  sul>join  to  our  Church  Co\<.nant  a  further  cngagcn;  iit, 
"vvhereby  we  do  as  in  the  presence  of  God  promise — 

That  we  will  (by  the  help  of  Christ)  endeavor  every  one  of  us  to  rer.Hn> 
his  own  licart  and  life,  by  seeking  to  mortily  all  our  sins,  and  vudv.w 
to -walk  closely  with  God, — to  uphold  the  power  of  godliness, — ^^loftt  p 
lioly  the  Lord^s  day,  and  reverently  and  carefully  to  attend  upon  tlu  ib  - 
pensation  of  the  word  and  oidiuances  of  Christ,  and  all  parts  oi  id> 
whetlier  public  or  private.)  according  as  in  the  word  of  God,  it  r>  (;iuicd 
of  us  to  do. 

Wc  promise  also,  by  the  help  of  Christ,  to  walk  before  God  in  our  !\oase- 
■\vitli  an  U])riLrht  heart,  taking  care  that  ilod  hv  con>fantly  called  njcn  bv 
prayer,  auii  tliat  the  scri])t)ues  be  Iroipiently  reail  in  them,  .and  i:i.tt 
vyill  cudcitYor  to  perform  w!l  duty  re«iuij-ed  oi"  us  toviud  our  <  hd'hv;'  loi 


their  spiritual  good,  both  by  example,  instruction,  government  and  prayti 
for  them. 

We  do  further  engage,  the  Lord  helping  of  us,  to  endeo.vor  that  -we  may 
be  pure  from  tlic  sins  oflhc  tioies,  sticIi  as  neglect  or  jiroianation  of  the 
■worship  or  institutions  of  Christ,  sabbath-hreaking,  vain  and  sinful  company- 
keeping,  mispending  of  time,  excessive  drinking,  wanton  and  loose  behav- 
iour, failing  in  truth,  uncharitable  and  unrii:hteous  censurin^-s,  sinful  tale- 
bearing, corrupt  comnuniication,  pride,  covetousness  and  the  like  :  And  in 
our  places  to  endeavor  the  suppression  of  them  :  And  that  vre  will  make 
conscience  to  walk  so,  as  tliat  we  may  not  give  occasion  to  others  to  sin,  or 
lo  speak  evil  of  our  holy  profession. 

Now  that  we  may  observe  and  keep  this  holy  covenant  and  all  tlie 
branches  of  it  inviolable  forever — we  desire  to  deny  ourselves  and  to  de- 
pend wholly  upon  the  eternal  Spirit  of  crrace,  and  upon  the  free  mercy  of 
God,  and  the  merit  of  Jesus  Cliri-t, — and  where  we  sliall  fail,  there  to  wait 
upon  the  Lord  Jesus  tor  pardon  and  for  acceptance  and  for  healing  for  his 
Kame's  sake  AMEN. 

form  of  Coctnonl  adoplcd  in  1767. 

You  believe  that  there  is  one  only  livinc:  and  true  God,  the  Maker,  Pre- 
server and  GoN'ernor  of  all  things  ;  and  that  thei't;  is  but  one  Mediator  be- 
tween God  and  jnan,  the  man  Christ  Jesus. 

You  believe  the  holy  Scriptures  to  be  the  word  of  God,  and  that  they 
contain  a  full  revelation  of  his  will  and  of  our  duty,  "i  ou  believe  the  fall 
andaposfa-y  of  man,  as  held  forth  in  the  holy  bcriptures,  and  that  it  is  only 
cn  account  of  Christ''s  obedience  ai:d  sufferings,  that  any  can  be  recovrred 
to  the  favor  and  image  of  God.  You  hope  you  have  betn  brought  to  a 
humble,  j^enitcnt  sense  of  your  sins,  and  to  a  v.  illingness  to  arcrpt  of  Christ 
in  all  his  orlices,  as  he  i?  oricred  to  us  in  the  gospel.  Vou  have  been  en- 
deavoring, according  to  tlie  apostle's  direction,  to  examine  yoiuseli  as  to 
vour  litness  to  attend  the  holy  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supp  er.  And  you 
liope  it  is  frojn  a  sense  of  duty  and  a  sincere  desire  to  obey  the  command  of 
Christ,  that  you  now  oiler  yourself  to  join  in  connnunion  with  his  church. — 
And  you  heartily  resolve  by  the  help  of  divhie  grace  to  walk  ia  all  things  . 
agreeably  to  the  rules  of  tne  gospel.

temper  to  the  discipline  which  the  gn?pel  authorises  the  church  toaclnanis- 
ter,  ddigenlly  to  seek  after  the  witl  of  God,  and  carefully  endeavor  to 
obey  all  hl.'t  conunand.?. 
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
